To rHe SELECTMEN. 


Gentlemen :—Y our committee has endeavored to do his duty, and now 
makes report. He is confident that the parents and guardians of the chil- 
dren have not been disappointed in their expectations. Evidently the 
government and instruction have been excellent in both schools. 


DISTRICT NO 1. 


THOMAS KIMBALL, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher, Summer and Winter, Miss Laura J. Smith. Summer Term, 
two sessions, 21 weeks ; wages, $40 per month; whole number of schol. 
ars, 57—average 49; scholars not absent any half day, 31; Register in 
good order. ; 

Winter Term, one session, 13 weeks; wages, $40 per month; whole 
number, 54—average, 42; scholars not absent half day, 6 ; Register com- 
plete to first of March, to which time the record is made. Term still 
continues. This is the third year Miss Smith has taught the school. 
The government of the school has been of the highest order. Few teach- 
ers have secured or deserved higher commendation. May she long be 
retained as one of our teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


JONATHAN PALMER, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher, Summer and Winter, Miss E. Maria Dowe. Summer term, 
two sessions, 18 weeks ; wages, $38 per month; whole number, 26—ay- 
erage, 19.3, Register, neatly kept. 

Winter Term, one session, 16 weeks; wages, $40 per month; whole 
number, 83—average, 18.3; Register in good order and seasonably re- 
turned. This is the second year Miss Dowe has taught theschool. She 
has given general satisfaction’ We consider her an excellent teacher.

GENERAL kEMARKS. 


Your committee would, though with some reluctance, call attention to 
the condition of the school houses in No. 2. In addition to their shabby 
condition generally, the outbuildings of both have been in an utterly de- 
molished state. ‘l'his not only occasions great inconvenience and expos- 
ure of health, but is gemoral sina in its effects. Can we not have some- 
thing better ? 

We rejoice that our Prudential Committees, now for two years in one 
case, and three in another, have been able to secure teachers of such dis- 
tinguished ability. Discipline has been all that could be desired. It 
would be remarkable if some were not dissatisfied. It is difficult to please 
everybody, but we think that in educational talent and tact our recent 
teachers have seldom been excelled. 

It is cause for devout gratitude that the health of the schools has been 
so good, while many schools in our cities and larger towns have been ~ 
greatly disquieted by the prevailing malady, both teachers and their pu- 
pils, as a general thing, have attended to their duties without interruption. 

With the facilities for procuring able and efficient teachers, which the 
increase of school money affords,—above all by healthful home instruction, 
and the blessing of God, may our ‘‘sons ,be as plants grown up in | their 
youth, and our daughters as corner stones, polished after the similitude - 
. of a palace.” 

It is worthy of note that six scholars in District No.1 were not absent 
one half day during the winter term, namely: Leverett Fellows, Willie 
Day, Jones Smith, Frank H. Poor, John Blake and Nillie L. Tilton. All 
of these, with the exception of Jones Smith and Frank Poor, have been 
every half day for a.year, and Nillie Tilton for two years.
